Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Condition  of  the  Hollingbourn  Rural  District,  for  the  Year  1948, 

I am  glad  again  to  report  to  you  that  the  health  of  the  Rural 
District  has  been  good:  there  has  been  nothing  of  the  nature  of  a 
major  epidemic  and  it  is  with  satisfaction  that  I record  that  the 
dread  scourge  of  polio-myelitis  was  absent  during  the  year  and  that 
in  1948  we  can  rejoice  in  tho  success  which  has  attended  the 
efforts  for  tho  prevention  of  diphtheria,  for  not  a single  case  of 
this  disease,  which  was  formerly  so  great  a danger,  has  been  noti- 
fied, Measles  and  whooping-cough  provided  the  major  part  of  noti- 
fications and  we  await  with  hopeful  interest  the  results  of  efforts 
in  immunisation  against  whooping-cough  which  are  being  made  in 
various  parts  of  the  country,  including  parts  of  Kent, 

The  main  industry  of  the  Rural  District,  agriculture,  has  had. 
a successful  year  and  the  fact  that  all  our  prosperity  is  at  the 
end  dependent  on  successful  and  prosperous  agriculture,  is  at  last 
being  realised  by  the  whole  nation.  The  danger  of  dependence  on 
imports  from  overseas  for  the  bull:  of  our  food  is  being  brought 
home  to  all  and  if  wo  are  to  secure  permanent  prosperity  for  home 
agriculture  and  provide  the  needed  labour  for  the  tilling  of 
British  farmland,  the  Rural  District  Councils  have  a large  part  to 
play  in  the  re-organisation  of  rur  .1  conditions  so  that  social, 
educational  and  recreational  amenities  for  the  rural  worker  will 
compare  favourably  with  those  afforded  to  the  town  dweller. 

Housing  is  one  of  the  most  pressing  problems  of  the  District 
and  I am  glad  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made.  Parts  of 
your  District  are  in  need  of  improved  water  supplies  and  I trust 
that  progress  in  this  direction  and  in  the  arrangements  for  sewage 
disposal  will  be  obtained.  Scavenging  service  has  now  been  pro- 
vided for  the  whole  District  and  this  has  effected  a marked  altera- 
tion in  the  amount  of  rubbish  which  formerly  defaced  the  country- 
side c 

I would  again  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  considera- 
tion which  I have  at  all  times  received  from  the  Council,  from  my 
professional  colleagues  in  the  Rural  District  and  from  the  Staff  of 
your  Authority  and

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in 

the  Area, 

In  tho  Hollingbourn  Rural  District,  the  provision  of  such 
services  0,3  clinic,  welfare  centres,  the  midwifery  service,  school 
medical  services  and  the  ante  and  postnatal  clinics  and  maternity 
hospital  beds  wns  always  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council, 
so  that  the  transfer  of  these  services,  consequent  on  the  Intro- 
duction of  the  national  Health  Service,  did  not  cause  any  vast 
alteration  in  the  work  of  the  Rural  District  Council*  Immunisation 
against  diphtheria  which  was  formerly  shared  between  the  Rural 
District  Council  and  the  County  Council,  is  now  entirely  the  res- 
ponsibility of  the  latter  body.  But  T still  hold  that  the  solution 
of  the  problem,  of  health  administration  in  so  large  and  populous  an 
area  ra  the  County,  will  call  for  the  creation  of  combinations  of 
local  Districts,  grouped  according  to  geographical  convenience  or 
economic  interdependence  and  for  the  delegation  of  much  of  the 
routine  adminis tration  to  such  smaller  authorities,  while  retaining 
the  direction  of  policy  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council,

Water  Supplies. 

The  District  generally  is  well  served  by  public  mains  and  a 
large  part  of  the  water  supply  comes  from  the  sources  and  mains 
belonging  to  the  different  Water  Companies  operating  in  the  area. 
The  supplies  furnished  by  these  Companies  have  been  of  excellent 
quality  and  the  quantities  available  have  been  adequate.  But  in 
various  parishes  and  parts  of  the  Rural  District,  main  water  is 
not  available  and  this  is  the  case  in  Hu eking,  Walderslade, 
Westfield  Solo  and  Lidsing,  Eogbarn  and  Frinsted,  Whitehall  Drive, 
Kingswood,  Grigg  Lane,  Sou  them  den  and  part  of  Chart  Bottom,  and 
the  extension  of  main  supplies  to  these  areas  is  very  desirable. 
During  the  year,  main  extensions  to  Dunn  Street,  Bredhurst,  and 
Wychling  were  completed  and  a small  extension  along  the  Bredhurst 
Road,  Detling,  serving  a population  of  about  212. 

The  chemical  analyses  and  the  results  of  bacteriological 
examination  of  the  v/ater  supplied  by  the  Water  Companies  have 
been  consistently  satisfactory.  As  an  additional  safeguard,  chemi- 
cal treatment  of  the  water  is  resorted  to  and  a high  standard  of 
bacteriological  purity  is  secured.  These  supplies  furnished  by 
these  Companies  are  so  satisfactory  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
extensions  of  the  public  supplies  to  the  areas  not  so  served  will 
be  possible  and  I trust  that  considerations  of  cost  will  not 
prevent  this  improvement  becoming  a reality.  The  supplies  from 
wells,  springs  and  ponds,  on  which  parts  of  the  Rural  District 
have  to  depend  are  often  very  unsatisfactory  and  in  some  places 
the  inhabitants  are  forced  to  rely  on  rainwater  collected  from  the 
roofs  and, in  dry  seasons,  it  has  been  necessary  to  cart  water  to 
these  localities,  In  the  Hollingbourn  Rural  District,  water  from 
public  mains  Is  supplied  directly  to  3609  houses,  while  in  other 
cases, 73  houses,  the  supply  is  drawn  from  stand-pipes.  Approxi- 
mately 75/o  of  the  houses  are  thus  supplied  from  the  public  water 
supplies.  58  Samples  wore  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year  and  the  samples  from  the  mains  of  the  Water 
Companies  are  uniformly  satisfactory,  but  man//  of  the  supplies 
from  springs  and  other  sources  are  not  up  to  the  desired  standard. 

Since  the  latter  part  of  1947,  a service  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse  has  been  operated  by  the  Rural  District 
Council.  The  collection  is  done  by  the  Council's  staff  and  vans 
and  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  arrangement  with  the  Maidstone 
Borough  Council  at  that  Authority's  destructor  at  Tovil.  Byelaws 
in  connection  with  the  removal  of  refuse  In  the  Rural  District  were 
made  by  the  Council  and  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on 
September  10th,  1948,  and  came  Into  operation  on  the  1st  Day  of 
November,  1948. 

The  Byelaws  are  set  out  In  full  below:  - 

Byelaws . 

made  under  section  72(3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  by  the 
Rural  District  Council  of  Hollingbourn,  imposing  on  the  occupiers 
of  premises,  duties  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  house 
refuse,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  collection:  and  for 
prohibiting  the  deposit  of  liquid  matter  in  dust  bins.

every  such  day  and  before  every  such  hour  place  such  dust- 
bin In  a position  on  the  premises  which  w ill  - 

(a)  be  conveniently  accessible  from  the  nearest 
street  used  as  a means  of  access  to  the  premises 
for  the  removal  of  house  refuse;  and 

(b)  not  necessitate  the  removal  of  the  refuse  through 
a dwelling-house  if  other  means  of  access  are 
available 

4.  Tho  occupier  of  any  premises  shall  not  deposit  or  cause 

to  be  deposited  In  any  dustbin  provided  for  the 
reception  of  house  refuse,  any  liquid  matter. 

Penalties . 

5.  Every  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  foregoing 

byelaws  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a 
fine  not  exceedin'  Two  Pounds, 

Drainage  and  Sewerage , 

There  is  a need  in  many  of  tho  Parishes  of  the  Rural  District 
for  improved  drainage  and  for  3 e wage  disposal.  Schemes  have 
been  prepared  for  the  provision  of  sewers  and  for  the  disposal 
and  purification  of  sewage,  but  these  schemes  are  slow  in  coming 
to  fruition.  During  the  year,  no  new  drainage  schemes  or  sewer 
extensions  have  been  carried  out,  apart  from  those  necessary  to 
serve  new  housing  schemes  Instituted  by  the  Council,  but  reports 
from  the  Engineers  have  been  received  for  the  balance  of  Harrietsham 
village,  for  Hollingbourn  and  Leeds;  Beavering  Street,  Hookers  Lane, 
Ware  Street  and  Roscacre  Lane  in  Boxley  and  Thurnham;  Chatham 
Road  and  Tyland  Lane,  Boxley,  An  extension  of  the  Maidstone  R,  D, 
system  at  Boarsted  was  carried  put  by  agreement  to  serve  Roundwell, 
Thurnham.  At  present  about  20%  of  the  population  of  the  Rural 
District  is  served  by  main  drainage  and  when  the  proposed  schemes 
are  completed  the  percentage  will  bo  about  40,  The  bulk  of  the 
houses  in  the  district  are  equipped  with  cesspits  and  the 
mechanical  emptiers,  which  came  Into  service  In  1947,  have  proved 
a great  benefit  to  the  district.

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  some  of  the  streams  in  the  Rural 
District  are  seriously  polluted  and  unfortunately  no  action  to  pro 
vent  such  pollution  has  boon  possible  in  the  past  year.  The  prob- 
lem of  the  pollution  of  the  streams  in  a rural  area  such  as  ours, 
where  pollution  from  industrial  waste  is  not  the  main  factor,  is 
intimately  connected  with  the  problem  of  cesspits  and  of  drainage 
into  the  watercourses  and  with  the  need  for  adequate  provision  of 
sewage  purification  and  disposal.
